"T h e old fashioned molasses is rapidly 
disappearing as an article of commerce,” 
said a prominent grocer, ‘*and in its 
place have come a number of sirups, 
which are more costly and by no means 
as satisfactory, especially to the little 
ones, who delight, as we did when we 
were young, in having * ’lasses on their 
bread. ’ 
Most of the molasses goes into 
the distilleries, where it is made into 
rum, for which, notwithstanding the 
efforts of our temperance workers, the 
demand is constantly on the increase, 
especially in the New England states 
and for the export trade. 
The regular 
drinker of rum w ill take no other liquor 
in its place if he can help it. 
It seems 
to reach the spot more directly than any 
other dram. 
The dark brown sugars 
pave 
also disappeared, 
and they are 
never likely to return, owing to the 
methods of boiling and the manufacture. 
Granulated sugar is of the same compo­ 
sition, as far as saccharine qualities are 
concerned, as loaf, cut loaf, cube and 
crushed and differs from them only in 
that its crystals do not cohere. 
This is 
because it is constantly stirred during 
the process of crystallization. The lighter 
brown sugars taste sweeter than the 
white, for the reason that there is some 
molasses in them. 
“ Housekeepers have difficulty these 
days 
in finding coarse, dark sugars, 
which are always preferred for use in 
putting up sweet pickles, making cakes 
and sim ilar uses. 
As they cannot get 
brown sugar any more it may bo well 
for them to remember that they can 
simulate brown sugar by adding a tea­ 
spoonful of molasses to each quarter of 
a pound of the white granulated sugar. 
This combination does as well in all 
household recipes that call for brown 
sugar as the article itself, and, besides, 
it saves them a great deal of hunting for 
brown sugar, which, as said before, lias 
disappeared from the m arket.” — W ash­ 
ington ¡Star. 


T h is S e tter H u n ts Frogs. 
“ Talk about your dog stories,” said 
a prominent sporting man the other 
day. “ I saw something out at Cutoff 
lake which beat anything I ever heard 
of. 
I was out tlii.ro hunting snipe and 
saw a man ruling around on horseback, 
and in front of him was circling an 
Irish setter.

Chinese Jeweler*. 


There are two jewelers in Chinatown, 
but their establishments do not resemble 
the ordinary places known as jew elry 
shops. 
The Chinese jeweler is a manu­ 
facturer as w ell as a shopkeeper. 
H is 
establishment- is a tiny room up one or 
two narrow flights of stairs. 
The room 
in one place is divided by an openwork 
iron partition, w ith an arch and a coun­ 
ter near the window, where the jeweler 
stands at work. He is an elderly C hina­ 
man, wearing glasses, and lie works 
over a tiny lire in the window. 
A ll his 
work is done by hand, and some of it, is 
beautiful. There are heavy silver brace­ 
lets, which open with a hinge and fasten 
w ith an odd little staple. The tine rais­ 
ed pattern is cut out, every bit of it, by 
band. There are gold rings made in the 
same way. They are fine rings, made of 
¡¿4 carat gold. 
Almost nothing is kept 
in stock. There may chance to be a few 
rings and bracelets, which are taken 
from a small safe. 
Most of Ihe goods 
are made to order. 
When the m anufac­ 
turer is asked the price of a ring, he 
weighs it before he answers. H is scales 
eouMst of a slender stick of ivory, per­ 
haps a third <-f a yard long, covered 
with Chinese 1 haracters. 
A t one end is 
a small brass plate suspended from the 
stick by fine threads, and a very small 
weight, also hanging by a thread, is 
moved along to the balancing point by 
the jeweler as le holds the little m a­ 
chine iu his hand. The front part of the 
little shop is filled w ith a stove, table, 
dishpan, 
dishes—as many 
things as 
could he crowded into it.— New York 
Times. 


The C u r i o s i t y o f V o t i n g . 
The Aberdeen system of electing a 
lord rector is a curiosity of voting. It is 
a relic of the mediaeval system of Paris, 
long since abandoned by the Parisians 
and 
greatly 
modified 
by 
the other 
Scotch universities. For the purposes of 
voting all tlie undergraduates are d i­ 
vided into four nations, this, of course, 
being a meaningless remnant of the 
mediaeval system by which the students 
of different nationalities 
elected 
as 
chairman a rector to defend their rights 
against civic interference. 
There are 
four nations at Aberdeen. Mar, Buchan 
and Moray represent students born north 
of the Grampians. Angus stands for the 
rest of the world! O 11 the voting day 
each nation is locked up in a room by 
itself. 
But the students at Aberdeen do 
not give a direct vote for the reotoral 
candidates. They vote for a student who 
represents them, called the procurator. 
Alt* r the recording of the votes, which 
are given orally, the procurators meet 
iu 
another room, and the 
successful 
candidate is he who has a m ajority 
of nations. 
If the nations are equally 
divided, the winner is he who has the 
numerical m ajority of votes.— London 
News. 


A Jlircl o f tlio F a r N o rth . 
During Dr. Nansen’ long voyage into 
the Arctic sea in search of the north pole 
lie came upon a group of four islands in 
the neighborhood of Franz Josef Land, 
near which he saw large numbers of a 
very rare and beautiful bird known us 
Ross’ gull.
